The early sessions at Keeneland were the sale of 477 yearlings, only 13 year- 


given over to the sale of yearlings. The 
accompanying table summarizes the first 
seven sessions, including Wednesday morn- 
ing, November 15, and the lists which 
follow account for the first six sessions 
(Monday and Tuesday). Summaries for 
the final nine sessions — Wednesday 
through Friday—will be published next 
week, along with other sales statistics and 
a resume of the Keeneland market. 

The best analysis of the Thoroughbred 
auction sales market that could be made 
after the early sessions was that the buy- 
ers were on hand, and they had sharp 
eyes for pedigree and conformation. They 
were spending discriminately, and it took 
a very good prospect to draw bids in the 
five-figure bracket.

A Jockey Club Sans Arcaro; 


The Upheaval 


New YorK 

There is a faint suspicion here that the 
Irish are smarter than we are. There has 
come to hand a program from the County 
of Down, from the Maze course, which 
seems to have been incorporated in 1685, 
when the folks across the channel were 
laughing at the merry comedies of Mr. 
Wycherley and Mr. Congreve. I have had 
some difficulty with this program, but here 
are a few items from it. 

If an apprentice has a three-pound al- 
lowance, this is indicated by a yellow 
board with a blue figure. If he gets five 
pounds, he comes up on a green board 
with an orange figure. 

When a race is official, a blue flag is 
hoisted on the number board. 

If somebody claims foul, a red flag goes 
up. This is not quite the equivalent of a 
Russian veto, but it’s the same idea. 

If the foul claim is not against the win- 
ner, but one of the other placed horses, a 
red and white flag, quartered, goes up. 

The allowance of a claim of foul is in- 
dicated by a white flag replacing the ob- 
jection flag, and. if the claim is thrown 
out a green flag goes up instead. There 
is also something about a black and white 
flag, but I can’t quite get it through my 
head; I think it indicates a scratch, but 
this isn’t for sure. 

Now contrast this with most American 
tracks. If ten horses, numbered from one 
to ten, run in a race and Number six wins 
it, a two-foot figure “6” appears in electric 
lights on the totalisator board in a spot 
marked “Ist.” It is assumed that the 
customers can’t see it, or can’t understand 
it if they do, for the public address sys- 
tem is used, at its boomingest. to tell them 
that the winner is No. 6. His name and 
breeding are then read off the program. 
All these flags wouldn’t do at Jamaica. 
Everytime one went up the customers 
would stand at attention. 


IDLENESS. I can’t date this one with. 
out getting told not to print it, but the 
date doesn’t matter. Some time ago, at 
least, the telephone rang in The Jockey 
Club’s office at 250 Park Avenue, and was 
answered by Miss Margaret Daingerfield. 

“This The Jockey Club?” asked a voice 
on the other end.

“I want to speak to Eddie Arcaro,” said 
the voice.

Miss Daingerfield was still of the same 
opinion. 

“Well then, how can I get in touch with 
Arcaro?” 

It was explained to the caller that Ed- 
die Arcaro wasn’t a member of The Jock- 
ey Club, and wasn’t likely to be elected 
in the forseeable future, and that The 
Jockey Club knew of his field of activity by 
vague report alone, and didn’t know where 
to put its hands on him at the minute. 

“Not a member?” said the caller, in- 
credulously. “A fine Jockey Club that 
must be if Arcaro can’t get in it!” 

He hung up and Miss Daingerfield duly 
reported the incident to Marshall Cassidy, 
who may have been helping the registrar 
send names back to people who want them 
for horses, because this is the way The 
Jockey Club spends November and De- 
cember. 

“Don’t worry about it a minute,” said 
Mr. Cassidy. “Ten to one that was Fran- 
cis Dunne.” 

That’s who it was, too. 

You may have come in late. Francis 
Patrick Dunne is the steward represent- 
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ing the New York State Racing Com- 


mission. He does not like to have time 
just pass, quietly. 


SHUFFLE? This observer went and 
voted (for some winners, too, for a 
change) and then dismissed the matter, 
being what might be called a pessimistic 
fatalist in this department. But word 
comes that a Republican whose name es- 
capes me at the moment was elected gov- 
ernor of Maryland, where a Democratic 
victory is usually assumed. The point of 
this is that it probably means a new rac- 
ing commission. The late governor had 
made a beautiful hash of things. He 
started out by appointing Stuart Janney 
to the commission, which was very wise. 
To do this he had dropped George Ma- 
honey, and news of this, coming to me 
unexpectedly one spring morning, made 
me feel very much like a child who wakes 
up and finds he has been given a red 
fire wagon with a bell and siren. 

But this was the end of it. The racing 
commission made certain recommenda- 
tions on the handling of racing in Mary- 
land, but after the governor had approved 
them, he allowed them to be pushed aside 
on the protest of Bowie, for heaven’s sake. 
And then he put a “compromise” measure 
into the Maryland legislature, got it pass- 
ed by both houses, and then vetoed it. 
Think that one over. So things were very 
much like they had been in Maryland, 
which wasn’t good. Janney resigned, 


which was obviously the thing to do. 
Maryland has a very difficult preblem 
and the Maryland tracks are in for a

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NATB Plans 
For Next Year 


During the year 1951, the National 
Association of Thoroughbred Breeders 
will continue the award of college school- 
arships, give a trophy to the best 2-year- 
old of the season, and give trophies to 
the breeders of the best 2-year-olds bred 
in the various states. These principal ac- 
tivities, and other policies, were deter- 
mined at the annual meeting of the 
NATB directors at Lexington on Novem- 
ber 12. 


Jack Denis, of the Thoroughbred Club 
of Tennessee, was re-elected president, 
and Grant Dorland, of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, was chosen vice presi- 
dent and treasurer. Under a new set-up, 
regional vice presidents were elected, and 
an executive secretary was appointed. 


The regional vice presidents are Carl 
Rose, of Florida, for the eastern region; 
Dr. Eslie Asbury, Cincinnati, central re- 
gion; M. R. Latimer, Denver, the Rocky 
Mountain region; and Hal Ramser, Los 
Angeles, the western region. 

Miss Rebecca Edwards was named 
executive secretary. Through the Thor- 
oughbred Secretarial Company, which 
she operates at Lexington, Miss Edwards 
has been assisting Mr. Dorland with the 
preparation of the NATB news letters 
and other office work. She will assume 
added responsibility under the new ar- 
rangement. Headquarters of the organi- 
ation will remain at Lexington. Miss 
Edwards is a former member of the staff 
of THe Bioop-Horse. 

The plan for

the various member clubs throughout the 
country. The regional vice presidents 
are to encourage the affiliation of eligible 
organizations with the NATB, and they 
also will try to form breeders’ associa- 
tions in their areas. They are empowered 
to hold regional meetings. Their duties 
also include encouraging race tracks to 


have at least one race a day for 2-year- 
olds. 


The study of pari-mutuel taxation, in- 
augurated by the club this year, will be 
continued. Future reports will be issued 
on a biennial basis. At least ten college 
scholarships will be awarded in 1951. 
They carry a stipend of $400 each, pay- 
able $200 in the freshman year and $100 
each in the sophomore and junior years. 
They are awarded to boys and girls be- 
longing to the Future Farmers of America. 


The trophy for the best 2-year-old of 
1951 will be awarded to the breeder 
whose produce is selected as the leading 
juvenile racer by the staff of Daily Rac- 
ing Form in their annual poll. The award 
may be presented at a dinner. The tro- 
phies for the best 2-year-olds bred in 
the various states will be awarded upon 
the basis of the residence of their breed- 
ers rather than upon where the horses 
are foaled. 


In their annual reports, President Denis 
suggested the establishment of the awards 
for 2-year-olds, and Secretary Dorland 
recommended the continuance and pos- 
sible expansion of the scholarship pro- 
gram. 


Mr. Latimer reported, in connection with 
the club’s policy of encouraging Quarter 
Horse racing, that the Quarter Horse peo- 
ple are not in need of financial assistance, 
but are interested in closer relations with 
Thoroughbred breeders. The NATB adopt- 
ed a resolution calling for continued co- 
operation with Quarter Horse breeders and 
owners. Del Holeman will remain as chair- 
man of the committee in charge of this. 


Everett Clay, of Florida, was not pres- 
ent at the meeting, but he had forwarded 
an interim report from the public rela- 
tions committee, and he suggested that the 
committee meet in Florida in January or 
February. His principal observations in 
the field of public relations were that the 
NATB should encourage horsemen to co- 
operate with newspapermen who are writ- 
ing of Turf affairs, and that the NATB 
might consider making an annual award 
for the best racing story of the year. 


A new membership policy was adopted. 
In the future, Thoroughbred breeders who 
are not affiliated with one of the NATB 
member clubs may join as individuals, if 
their application is approved. Various 
newspapers and Turf publications were 
thanked for their co-operation in publish- 
ing NATB news. Oscar Otis, Charles

She waz con- 
signed to the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1949 
as a yearling, and brought $12.100 from K. M. 
Little, agent for Carv C. Boshamer, a regular pa- 
tron at the Keeneland sales. 

The Marguerite winner had not placed in a 
stakes before her late arr‘val at Pimlico, and had 
won only two of her eight starts. On past per- 
formances, she had little to offer. and under the 
conditions of the Marguerite she was slated to 
give three pounds to Aunt J'nnv and three y»ounds 
to Atalanta, the best 2-vear-old fill’es of the year, 
according to Daily Racing Form’s recent poll. 
Weights for the Marguerite are determ'ned in 
part bv the breeding records of the sires and 
dams of the entr‘es. If either sire or dam had 
not produced a winner at the time of closing of 
the entries, an allowance of three povndse could 
be claimed. If ne‘ther sire nor dam had produced 
a winner, the allowance is five pounds. 

Carolina Oveen was the only starter unable to 
claim a weight concession under these conditions, 
and she carried base weicht of 119 nonnde. o*ving 
from three to five povnds to the entire field. 

Aunt Jinnv, alco a late arrival in the ranks of 
leading 2-vear-old fillies, opened a length lead at 
the end of six furlongs, but was overhanled by 
Carolina Oveen in the stretch. The Boshamer 
filly won by a length and a half. 

Carolina Qneen is the third stakes winner of 
the year for her sire *Bull Dog.

Western Auction 


Averages $844 


A large number of western buyers were 
represented at the California Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association’s annual fall 
sale, held at Santa Anita Park on Novem- 
ber 13-14. Compared to the association’s 
fall sales of recent years, the 1950 total 
of $124,975, average $844 for 148 head, 
was lower than in 1948 and 1949, but 
higher than in 1947 The figures:

1947 73 $ 55,918 $ 766 
1948 63 94,563 1,501 
1949 116 147,020 1,267 
1950 148 124,975 844 


On the basis of the preceding tabula- 
tion, averages have generally decreased 
as the number of horses consigned in- 
creased. However, the higher averages in 
1948 and 1949 were boosted by the sale 
of several noteworthy consignments. In 
1948, the sale of Harry Warner’s stal- 
lion He Did for $40,000 affected the 
over-all average considerably, and in 
1949, 41 of the 116 head sold represented 
the consignment of W-L Ranch, which 
brought an average of $2,791 for the 
41 head. 

According to ringside reports, buyers 
were more discriminating in their selec- 
tions this year than they have been. The 
better horses brought respectable prices, 
but individuals with fewer credentials 
went at rock-bottom prices—many of 
them at less than $100. 

Fifty-six yearlings consigned to the 
1950 sale brought a total of $56,525, av- 
erage $1,009. Thirty colts sold for a 
total of $35,150, average $1,172, and 26 
fillies brought $21,375, average $822. 
Summaries of the three sessions follow. 


Monday Afternoon, November 13 


Prospective buyers ignored the rain that 
fell during the first afternoon of the an- 
nual fall sale of the California Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, and came any- 
way. Attendance was good. Forty-five 
head of miscellaneous breeding stock and 
other horses sold for a total of $31,905, 
average $709. 

The largest consignment was the 11- 
horse group sold by Mr. and Mrs. 
Alfred Luke’s Hemet Stock Farm. Con- 
sisting of horses in training and some 
breeding stock, the Luke horses brought 
a total of $15.060, average $1.369 The 
top price of the consignment was $3,500, 
paid by R. L. Smith for Hemet Stock 
Farm’s 3-year-old gelding Dee See Six. by 
Whirlaway—Toro Nancy, by Toro. 


Buyers were also interested in the stal- 
lion Silver Horde, a 15-year-old bay horse 
by *Bull Dog—Silver Beauty, by *Stefan 
the Great. Consigned by Maurice J. 
O’Leary’s Mimosa Stock Farm, Silver 
Horde went to John Robinson for $5,100.

Larry MacPhail’s 9 Points: 


Most of Them 


Larry MacPhail’s remarks at the Wathen 
Knebelkamp dinner at Louisville not long 
ago have been examined in various lights, 
and most of them have given off a jaun- 
diced glow, according to the slant of the 
reviewers. 

But his observations on the present 
state of racing were acute, on the whole, 
and I can go along with most of them. 
Since he has been sharply criticized for 
some of the things he said, I want to hold 
them up for examination. It should be 
clear, however, that I am not defending 
Mr. MacPhail, because he is well able to 
take care of himself. It just happens that 
I have been mumbling to myself some of 
the things he said aloud. 


, POINT 1. His statement that racing 
needs a public relations department is 
not a novel idea, but it’s still a good ene. 
The need for an effective public relations 
program for the Turf long has been ac- 
knowledged by the people in racing. On a 
few occasions there have been elaborate 
gestures toward setting up a plan, but 
there has been remarkably little produc- 
tion. A central organization, representing 
several elements of racing, would seem to 
be the agency for getting a public rela- 
tions movement under way. 

The race tracks have a basic responsi- 
bility for meeting the problem in their own 
areas, on a “grass-roots” basis, as I have 
preached before. But breeders, owners, 
trainers, and other groups also have a 
stake, and they should participate. I think 
they would, if they had the opportunity 
to join in a planned program

Make Sense 


POINT 2. Mr. MacPhail said that racing 
sat on its hands and did nothing to avert 
a shutdown in the war before this one. 
I cannot confirm that nobody did anything 
to avert the blackout, but it looked that 
way, and certainly nobody hollered loud 
enough to be heard in the right place. 

Mr. MacPhail was intimating that this 
time racing should get on the ball and 
avoid such discrimination. THE BLoop- 
Horse suggested this just prior to the 
yearling sales last summer. It got some 
support from race tracks—and some crit- 
icism from breeders, who predicted that a 
proposal like that was the same as asking 
for the roof to fall in. It didn’t fall. The 
idea was picked up later by other racing 
publications, and the roof hasn’t fallen yet. 


POINT 3. Mr. MacPhail’s next point 
was that hoodlums and racketeers have 
muscled into racing. I might need some 
police files to prove this completely 
enough to satisfy a jury, but magazines 
and newspapers have been naming names 
for quite some time, and I don’t think we’ve 
heard the last of it. The references have 
not been at all complimentary to racing. 


He mentioned Ohio, IIlinois, and Florida 
as states that have permitted the associ- 
ation of undesirables with the management 
of race tracks. Shortly before his talk, 
Sportsman’s Park, at Chicago, was sus- 
pended from membership in the TRA 
“for questionable actions of officers and 
employees,” as the Associated Press put 
it. The TRA has not officially explained 
its reason for the suspension, so far as I 
know, but at least three months earlier the 


New York Times had reported that Wil- 
liam H. Johnston, president of the track, 
was subpoenaed by the Kefauver com- 
mittee in connection with the rackets at 
Miami. And a syndicated columnist had re- 
ferred to Mr. Johnston’s alleged associ- 
ation with “the old Capone mob.” There 
may be similar interesting relationships 
that most of us don’t know about. 


POINT 4. When Mr. MacPhail cited the 
answer he got when he asked a certain 
race track executive for more filly races 
and more 2-year-old races (“We have just 
one idea at this track: the size of the tote 
totals on the last day of the meeting”), 
it was scarcely news to members of the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Breeders. They have been trying te do 
something about increasing races for 2- 
year-olds. with negligible results. For sev- 
eral years the Thoroughbred Club of 
America has compiled and published sta- 
tistics on mare and filly races, in an effort 
to make the tracks conscious of the breed- 
ers’ problems in this connection. The re- 
sults have been less than breathtaking. 


POINT 5. The next point was excessive 
taxation. That needs no elaboration. Rac- 
ing is being tapped for taxes almost like 
the corner bookmaker gets tapped tor a 
campaign contribution He isn’t asked; he 
is told. 


POINT 6. That state racing commissions 
are made up of political appointees is well 
known. The commissioners are political 
appointees, and some of them are not a 
credit to racing. But most of them seem 
genuinely interested in the sport. They talk 
a pretty good game at their annual con- 
ventions, of which I have been a faithful 
reporter, and I have the impression that 
most of them try to play a pretty good 
game when they get back home. To Mr. 
MacPhail’s specific complaint about the 
commissioners in his home state of Mary- 
land, I have no remedy except to vote 
them out if they are working against the

posed to nurture. 


POINT 7. The former baseball execu- 
tive (that’s what seems to be ailing some 
of the critics) next took a sight picture on 
the TRA, more formally known as Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, Inc. 

His remarks were slighting: he implied 
that the TRA had started out like Joe Di- 
Maggio, but now is playing like a guy 
who has been waived out of the Kitty 
League. 

He seemed to have TRA’s public rela- 
tions mission, for one thing, mixed up with 
the activities of the subsidiary Thorcugh- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau, which is 
charged with combing the riffraff from the 
nation’s race tracks. 

Mr. MacPhail’s nearsightedness is par- 
donable. For some time I myself have 
been unable to distinguish between the 
TRA and the TRPB. 

I cannot recall another organization that 
got off to a more favorable start within 
racing than the TRA. Its goals were 
commendable, and it seemed to be moving 
toward them. But now the fire apparently 
has died out, and the general impression 
among the people I talk with is that the 
emphasis is upon police work, and very 
little upon public relations, which most 


of us understood was to be one of the 
major aims. Perhaps a separation is need- 
ed between the TRA and TRPB adminis- 
trations, as was the case earlier. If the 
TRA is misunderstood by many people 
within racing, it’s not the people’s fault. 
The TRA has tended to become more and 
more aloof from persons on the outside. 


POINT 8. I cannot go along entirely 
with Mr. MacPhail’s implied reference to 
the Jockey Club members as a bunch of 
stuffed shirts. The Jockey Club shirts I 
have met seem to have some pretty good 
men in them, though some of the boys 
are not precisely avant-garde. 


POINT 9. Mr. MacPhail’s closing sug- 
gestion—that racing have some sort of 
Turf Congress that could get things done 
—has been made many times in recent 
years. It’s still a refreshing notion. 

The state racing commissioners, at their 
annual conventions, do try to have some- 
thing similar to that. Unfortunately, 
the earnest speeches made on such occas- 
ions fall on deaf ears, because most of 
them are directed at problems that can- 
not be solved without the co-operation of 
the race tracks. And the race tracks don’t 
seem to be listening. 


The majority of complaints that you 
hear from racing people are, in fact, di-

One of the difficulties faced by racing 


commissioners in their efforts to solve 
some of racing’s problems is that they can 
only recommend. The recommendations 
are not binding on the various states. They 
can go along with a suggestion, or they 
can forget about it. However, they have 
made substantial progress towards estab- 
lishing uniform rules and procedures on 
a voluntary co-operative basis 

Maybe the TRA activities are similarly 
restricted, because certainly a good many 
of the member tracks are more or less in 
competition with each other, and it would 
be hard to get them into agreement on 
some points. 

But all the various groups and factions 
could get together on matters of common 
interest, and there are many such items.

Cain Hoy Stable’s Siama, one of the early con- 
tenders for 3-year-old filly honors, won most of 
her stakes early in the year, when her rivals were 
taking turns beating each other. Her wins in- 
cluded the Jasmine, Acorn, Princess Doreen Stakes, 
and the Monmouth Oaks. After beating Ouija and 
Honey’s Gal in the Oaks on July 19, she apparent- 
ly ran out of steam and dropped three in a row at 
Saratoga in August. She was unraced in Septem- 
ber, and did not start again until October 21, when 
State Park. In her last start before the Comely 
she won an allowance race by a neck at Garden 
Handicap, she was seventh in an overnight Handi- 
cap at Jamacia. 

Considering her immediate past performance, Si- 
ama was fairly well-backed in the $25,000-added 
Comely Handicap at $4.50 to $1. And her time 
of 1:45 for the 1,5 miles justified what support 
she received. Siama went to the front soon after 
the start of the Comely, and held on to win from 
Antagonism, which improved her position all the 
way. By the scale of weights, Siama received eight 
pounds from the 4-year-old Lithe, winner of the 
event in 1949. She received two pounds from An- 
tagonism, and a pound from Gaffery. For the 
pedigree of Siama, see THE BLoop-Horse of Febru- 
ary 4, page 284.

Palestinian, the horse which Trainer Hirsch Ja- 
cobs had considered a possible successor to Stymie, 
was foaled April 9, 1946, at Phil T. Chinn’s Old 
Hickory Farm, Lexington, where his dam was be- 
ing boarded. The son of Sun Again—Dolly Whisk, 


by Whiskaway, was not impressive in his early 
racing at two, and performed in claiming races at 
a valuation of from $7,500 to $12,500. But he was 
not claimed, and he developed, as the season un- 
rolled, into a potential distance horse—he won the 
mile-and-70-yard Endurance Handicap at Bowie, 
late in November. 

Among the 2-year-olds of the season he was rated 
fairly close to the top. He was weighted at 116 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, 10 be- 
low the top weighted Blue Peter. In the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America’s Yardstick, he was 
weighted at 112, 17 pounds below Blue Peter. 

At three, in 1949, he won the Jersey Stakes and 
the Empire City Handicap, was second in the Wood 
Memorial and the Preakness Stakes and the But- 
ler Handicap, and was third in the Kentucky Der- 
by, Belmont Stakes, and Arlington ‘Classic. <A 
bowed tendon interrupted his career at midsum- 
mer, and he did not race again until August 21, 
1950, a layoff of nearly 13 months. 

His first stakes placing of 1950 was a third, to 
*Chicle 2nd and Seaward, in the Trenton Handi- 
cap, on October 21. A week later he was second 
to Greek Ship in the Gold Cup, at Empire City. 
The Westchester Handicap was his next start after 
the Cup. 

At 123 pounds he was third top-weight of the 
Westchester field, to Three Rings (126) and Piet 
(125). He stayed close to Wine List, Gold Heel, 
and Crown Me in the early furlongs, took the lead 
at the mile, and held on to score by a neck over 
the fast-closing Sunglow, which pushed up near 
the wire. *Chicle 2nd also came from well back 
in the field. 

In winning the Jersey Stakes last year, Palestin- 
ian became the first home-bred stakes winner for 
the Bieber-Jacobs Stables, the first $100,000-winner 
to be bred by them, and the first $100,000-winner 
for his sire, Calumet Farm’s Sun Again. Victory 
in the Westchester Handicap brought his earnings 
to slightly more than $200,000. He is the fourth 
stakes winner of the year for Sun Again, which 
also has out this year the stakes winners Sunglow, 
Wistful, and Sun State. 

Stymie, leading representative of the Bieber-Ja- 
cobs owner-trainer combination, won the Westchest- 
er Handicap in 1945 and was second in 1944.

Star Fiddle was foaled April 1, 1946, at Douglas 
M. Davis’ High Hope Farm, Lexington, where 
Lucky Star, his dam, was being boarded by her 
owner Howard Hawks. Star Fiddle raced and won 
for Mr. Hawks at Santa Anita Park in early 1948, 
and was later sold to Roy T. Harper’s White Star 
Stable. He won the Starlet Stakes and the Del 
Mar Futurity at two, but was unable to win at 
three in 1949-—his best was a second in the Holly- 
wood Premiere Handicap, the same event which 
marked his initial stakes win of 1950. This past 
summer he was bought at auction by his present 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Smith, for $16,000 at 
the dispersal of White Star Stable horses at Del 
Mar, Calif. 


Lucky Star, the dam of Star Fiddle, was cata- 
logued for the Keeneland Fall Sales of 1947, but 
was withdrawn and shipped to John D. Hertz’ 
Amarillo Ranch in California. 


The pedigree of Star Fiddle represents an un- 
usual study in inbreeding. High Time, his paternal 
grandsire, is noted for having three close-up crosses 
of Domino, and his dam, Lucky Star shares the 
blood of *Rock Sand and *Fairy Gold with High 
Strung, the stallion to which she was bred to pro- 
duce Star Fiddle. The Premiere Handicap winner 
is the second stakes winner of the year for High 
Strung. The other is Mad Moment, winner of 
the Colorado Mile. All told, Star Fiddle is the 
sixth stakes winner for his sire. 

Star Fiddle had been unsuccessful in his stakes 
engagements this year before the Premiere Handi- 
cap, but in his last two starts he won an allowance 
race and an overnight handicap at Bay Mesdows, 


indicating that he was in good form. In the Pre- 
miere, he proved it. He got in front at the start, 
and stayed there to withstand challenges from the 
late-charging Your Host and Bewitch. 


The winner and runner-up were winners of the 
Del Mar Futurity in their respective years—Star 
Fiddle in 1948, and Your Host in 1949. The latter 
made a strong effort in the Premiere Handicap. 
After being forced to look for racing room in the 
backstretch, and being sent wide in the stret-h, he 
failed by a nose to get to the finish in time to 
win. Bewitch, another slow starter, went w-de to 
find racing room, but got to within a length of the 
winner at the wire. 

Star Fiddle raced as an entry with Great Dream, 
which is owned by Mr. and Mrs. R. H. McDaniel. 
Mr. McDaniel is Star Fiddle’s trainer. 

By the scale of weights, the 4-year-old Star Fid- 
dle received 20 pounds from the 3-year-old Your 
Host, and nine pounds from Bewitch.

Noble Impulse at Stud 


The 4-year-old colt Noble Impulse will 
make the 1951 stud season at Justin 
Funkhouser’s O’Sullivan Farms, at 
Charles Town, W. Va. The son of *Bull 
Dog—*Uvira 2nd, by Umidwar, was 
bought last November from the Estate of 
Crispin Oglebay for $18,000 by Mr. 
Funkhouser, who won the Salvator Mile 
with him this year and saw him place in 
two other stakes. In other seasons, Noble 
Impulse won the Christiana, Eastern 
Shore, James H. Connors Memorial, and 
Survivor Stakes and the Albany Handi- 
cap. He also was third in the Preakness 
Stakes. In the Survivor Stakes he set a 
track record at Pimlico of 1:42 for lis 
miles. At two he set a record at Havre 
de Grace of 1:04%5 for 5% furlongs. His 
earnings total more than $80,000. 

Among the mares to be bred to him in 
1951 is Price Level, which Mr. Funk- 
houser bought from the Oglebay estate 
last fall for $45,000. 


Cemetery at Elk Hill 


As part of his plans for the develop- 
ment of the 700-acre portion of Elmendorf 
Farm retained by him, P. A. B. Widener 
3rd is relocating the famous horse ceme- 
tery which includes the bronze statue of 
Fair Play. The statue, and the remains of 
Fair Play and Mahubah, sire and dam of 
Man o’ War, and *Sickle, Haste, and oth- 
er horses owned by the Widener family, 
are being moved to a site on the main 
farm road running from the Paris pike to 
the yearling barn, toward the rear of the 
portion retained by Mr. Widener. His 
place now is known as Elk Hill. 

The new location will be more accessi- 
ble to visitors, Mr. Widener said, than the 
former site. The graves will be located 
on a slight elevation, which will be land- 
scaped. After the transfer is completed, 
Mr. Widener will begin the construction 
of a residence at George’s Hill, as the 
former location of the Fair Play statue 
was known. 


GARDEN STATE BUSINESS 


Garden State Park track officials con- 
sidered the 1950 fall meeting, which 
closed on November 4, the most success- 
ful fall meeting ever conducted at that 
race course. Average daily attendance 
rose more than 1114 per cent above the 
comparable period in 1949, and average 
daily mutuel handle increased about 21 
per cent. 

Walter H. Donovan, executive vice 
president of the Garden State Racing 
Association, listed good racing and good 
weather as reasons for the increases. 

Comparison of the two fall meetings: 
total pari-mutuel handle, increase from 
$28,748,121 (26 days) in 1949 to $30,- 
980,307 (25 days) in 1950, and total at- 
tendance, increase from 336,680 in 1949 
to 360,861 in 1950. 


Hollywood Park recently featured a 
head study of Hill Prince in a quarter- 
page newspaper advertisement prior to 
the openjng of the winter meeting. The 
C. T. Chenery colt has been designated 
the leading 3-year-old and the “horse-of- 
the-year” by Daily Racing Form.

hard seige. Probably this doesn’t apply 
so much to Laurel and Bowie, which 
draw from Washington, but it’s particu- 
larly true of Havre de Grace and Pivilico, 
At Baltimore before the running of the 
Pimlico Special, a close observer re- 
marked, “New York gets the headlines, 
but Philadelphia is the biggest betting 
town in the country.” If this isn’t true, 
it’s close. 

Well, Pimlico and Havre de Grace 
compete with the New Jersey tracks for 
Philadelphia patronage, and they aren't 
doing too well at it. Skip a few big 
races like the Preakness and the Selima 
and the Pimlico Futurity, and the Jersey 
tracks are getting the best horses. The 
plants are newer, and they offer more 
comfort and convenience to the customers. 
Maryland has tried to offset this by play- 
ing tag with its traditional dates, without, 
as far as I can see, any real advantage. 
This season’s readjustments, for instance, 
helped Laurel a good deal, and played 
the devil with Bowie, which isn’t the worst 
thing that could have happened, but can’t 
be very acceptable to Bowie and wasn’t 
much help in the state-wide picture. 

Solution of this situation is going to 
take some brains—more than I have, by 
the way—and it’s more important in 
Maryland than in most racing states that 
the racing commissioners be competent 
executives instead of good party workers. 
It’s not any more likely, though.

Gordon’s Bid Was Not High, 


But All’s Well That Ends Well 


Nellie Morse was a bay daughter of 
Luke McLuke *La Venganza, by Aber- 
corn. She was bred by Keene and Cleve- 
land, was foaled in 1921, and was pur- 
chased as a yearling by Alec Gordon on 
behalf of H. C. (Bud) Fisher for $2,000. 

Alec Gordon is and always has been an 
exceptionally sound judge of a horse and 
is far from being a “green hand” where 
bloodlines are concerned. He knew Nellie 
Morse’s female line was an exceptionally 
good one. Her dam was a half sister to 
the stakes winner Hessian (sire of Boots), 
Mary Davis, and Air Man. Nellie Morse 
was out of the family of that great pro- 
ducer One I Love, the dam of Affection, 
which was the dam of Heloise, from which 
many stake winners descend. And _ last 
but not least, she is of the female line of 
the current outstanding sire Bull Lea. 

Nellie Morse raced at two and three.

Nellie Morse’s outstanding victory at 
two was scored in the Fashion Stakes, un- 
der 112 pounds. She was ridden by Earl 
Sande with Initiate, 109 pounds, second, 
and Relentless, 112, third. 


At three she won her first three starts. 
all at Pimlico in the spring. She was rid- 
den by J. Merimee in all three victories. 
The first was scored on May 3. The race 
was the Druid Hill Purse at one mile. 
value $1,000. It was run immediately after 
Chacolet’s Dixie Handicap. 

Five days later she won the 1,4-mile 
Pimlico Oaks, worth $3,750. She carried 
121 pounds, beating Relentless, 113, Yan- 
kee Princess, 121, Sunayr, 121, Sunmagne, 
113, and Strut Miss Lizzie, 121. She just 
lasted to win by a head, and closed at 
35 to 100 in the betting. 


PREAKNESS. Four days later over a 
sloppy track Nellie Morse (named, I be- 
lieve, after her owner’s mother) won the 
Preakness, scoring the outstanding victory 
of her career. All starters carried scale 
weight—121 on the fillies, 126 on the colts.

She was easy to back at about 12 to 1. 
Following the pace set by Sun Flag for 
half a mile, she went to the front and was 
never caught, winning by 114 lengths from 
Transmute, with Mad Play third a similar 
distance away. Among those in the beaten 
field were Donaghee, Revenue Agent, 
Rustic, Big Blaze, Modest, Sting, Braca- 
dale and Apprehension. They were all 
good stakes winners in their racing ca- 
reers. The Preakness netted the winner 
$54,000. No filly has won a Preakness 
since and only one before Nellie Morse. 
Rhine Maiden won it in 1915. 

Nellie Morse failed to win thereafter. 
The penalties imposed by her victories 
proved too much, and Gordon in disgust 
sent her to Fisher’s farm. Her last race 
was the Gazelle Stakes on July 1, in which 
she finished fifth. The winner Priscilla 
Ruley was in receipt of 15 pounds from 
Nellie Morse, and Priscilla Ruley whipped 
Princess Doreen in the Alabama Stakes 
in August. 

After Nellie Morse had produced Sara 
Burden winner of $11,125. “Bud” Fisher 
decided to disperse his stud in the autumn 
of 1931. At the time. Nellie Morse was in 
foal to American Flag. Alec Gordon had 
tried to get a season to Man o’ War that 
spring, but this great sire’s book was full. 
However. his owner. Samuel D. Riddle. 
generously gave Fisher a free service to 
American Flag.

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ALL’S WELL. Gordon came to the sale 
determined to buy Nellie Morse, if pos- 
sible. He bid the last dollar he had, $6,000, 
and then Warren Wright, on the advice of 
his then racing mentor John D. Hertz, 
made the final bid of $6,100, and Nellie 
Morse went to Calumet Farm. So Mr. 
Wright had Nellie Morse and Gordon still 
had his $6,090, most of which he used a 
day or two later to buy Bostonian for $5.- 
300 at a weeding-out sale of C. V. Whit- 
ney stock. As the Germans phrase it, 
“Alle gut, ende gut.” Warren Wright got 
Nellie Morse for $6,100, outbidding Alec 
Gordon, but in September, 1936, Gordon 
who had purchased Bostonian for $5.300, 
sold the black son of Broomstick-Yankee 
Maid, by Peter Pan, to Warren Wright 
for $35,000. And in the Calumet stud, 
Bostonian was a rank failure as a sire. 

Incidentally, at the Fisher dispersal 
sale T. C. Piatt purchased a yearling bay 
filly by Bunting—Mirthful by *North Star 
3rd for $1,000. Under the name of Miss 
Bunting, she won a minor stakes or two, 
but gained immortality as the dam of 
Occupy, Occupation, and Preoccupy. Alec 
Gordon deserves an assist insofar as Miss 
Bunting is concerned. It was he who plan- 
ned the mating that made her existence 
possible. 

And at the Whitney weeding-out sale, 
where Gordon bought Bostonian, Warren 


Wright bought a draft of ten mares. One 
of them was Potheen, then three, by Wild- 
air—Rosie O'Grady by Broomstick, for 
$500. Nellie Morse and Potheen were the 
foundation mares of the Calumet stud. 
Potheen was the dam of Theen, Pot 0’ 
Luck, and Bewitch. 


The spring after she was purchased, 
Nellie Morse produced a filly foal, by 
American Flag, which was the best 2-year- 
old of her year, and favorite for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Her name was Nellie Flag. 
She won six races and earned $59,665. 
At stud she produced two stakes-winning 
fillies, both by *Blenheim 2nd, they were 
Mar Kell, winner of $84,365, and Nellie 
L., winner of $20.295. 


Nellie Morse, to the cover of Reigh 
Count, produced in 1933 that useful horse 
Count Morse, winner of 15 races and 
$42,220. Later Nellie Morse produced two 
cheap winners, Top Notcher and Had- 
more. The latter was by Hadagal, the first 
Thoroughbred sire to stand at Calumet 
Farm. He was a failure as a stock horse. 


As a matter of record, Calumet did not 
begin to function as a successful Thor- 
oughbred nursery until Chance Play was 
purchased, and Warren Wright bought 
Dustwhirl from A. B. Hancock, and _ be- 
came one of the syndicate that purchased

BOOK REVIEW 


A HORSEMAN’S HANDBOOK ON PRACTICAL 
BREEDING. Third edition, revised. By Col. 
John F. Wall, Retired. Published by Thorough- 
bred Bloodlines, Inc., Camden, S. C. 


Colonel Wall’s treatise on stud man- 
agement, first published serially in THE 
Bioop-Horse, and later augmented with 
new material, is now reissued as a volume 
of more than four hundred pages, with 
numerous illustrations. Offset printing has 
been used throughout in the new edition. 


The core of this popular work is its 
coverage of the over-all planning and the 
details of stud farm management. No 
other book published in North America is 
comparable to it, since it goes all the way 
from farm layout to the percentage of 
woody fiber in oats. Much of the detail 
is based upon the author’s study of meth- 
ods employed on various horse farms in 
central Kentucky. 


To this central and well organized main 
part the author has added some other 
material, including an opening chapter on 
the various breeds and types of horses. 
There is a considerable section devoted to 
veterinary matters.

NOTES: Hurricane is the supreme champion 
among Swedish 2-year-olds of 1950. He won his 
five races easily—with the Swedish Kriterium the 
only exception. In this race he was boxed in until 
a few yards from the winning post. He _ then 
finished with a terrific burst of speed to win by a 
head from two rather mediocre performers. The two 
most important 2-year-old events in Sweden, Sveal- 
andloepning (six furlongs) and Vinterfavoriternas 
Pris were won with utmost ease. 


Hurricane’s own sister, Hurry, was one of the 
best fillies in training in Sweden three years ago 
and was second to Julianus in Vinterfavoriternas 
Pris, but failed dismally as a 3-year-old. Husson, 
French-bred sire of Hurry and Hurricane, has 
come to the fore again as sire of 2-year-olds both 
in Denmark and Sweden, but he usually gets pre- 
cocious speedsters. His best son to date is Sky- 
master, winner of the Danish and Swedish Derbys 
in 1948. 


The Vinterfavoriternas Pris of 1950 proved con- 
clusively that Hurricane is the chief Swedish hope 
against Danish invaders in the Swedish Derby at 
Jaegersro, Malmoe. As most of Sweden’s good 2- 
year-olds this season are bred by sprinters or in- 
termediaries, it is not improbable that more slowly 
maturing get of Marjolet (by Massine), Museum 
or Slide On will take a prominent part in the 
Swedish Derby and St. Leger.

With the 
possible exception of Boccaccio (by Bois Mill, a 
son of Baytown), colts by Husson are vastly su- 
perior to any other 2-year-olds. Winners of im- 
portant races for 2-year-olds are: Bel’ Husson 
(winner of Danish Kriterium from Toronto), Ser- 
vus (winner of Basnaesloeb from Toronto), and 
Boccaccio (winner of Opdraetningsloeb from Tor- 
onto). Toronto turned the tables in the most im- 
portant of the 2-year-old events in Denmark: Vinter- 
favoriternes Aerespraemie, at one mile, in which 
race two Husson colts spread-eagled the field. 

Toronto’s dam, Kari Klem, is own sister to 
Hallo, winner of the Danish Triple Crown and 
Swedish Derby in 1946, one of the best race horses 
ever bred in Denmark. Coloramo’s dam Movilla 
is also dam of the successful Irish stallion Colum- 
cille. 

Husson, imported into Denmark by the Swedish 
ship owner, G. Dalman, has sired a great number 
of extremely useful 2- and 3-year-olds. The stal- 
lion unfortunately met with an untimely death in 
the spring of 1949,

NOTES: Most important race for 3-year-olds and 
upward in Scandinavia is the Oslo Grand Prix, in- 
augurated in 1949. This race at weight-fur-age- 
and-sex was won last year by Amigo, winner of 
the Swedish Derby and St. Leger, one length in 
front of the Norwegian-trained filly Peggy M 


Among nominations this year were Tantieme, 
greatest 3-year-old in Europe, and Telegram, fourth 
in the Epsom Derby. These colts were scratched, 
and due to certain difficulties with air trarsport 
and mishaps a field of only seven Norwegian-train- 
ed horses faced the starter. The race itself was 
not too exciting. Aeroe, surely a few pounds bet- 
ter than at Norwegian Derby time, won without 
any trouble. The mares Selita and Peggy M. 
fought it out for second place. 


Aeroe seems to be a thorough stayer with a nice 
turn of speed. He will probably tackle Far West 
in cup races next season. It has, however, been 
the intention to race Far West in England in 1951. 
Aeroe was none too clever as a 2-year-old, though 
he ran second in the Norwegian Kriterium behind 
Fanny’s Boy (by Mahrhu), winner this year of 
Midtsommerloep for 3-aringer, the first of the 
Norwegian classics. Apart from the Danish and 
Norwegian Derbys, Aeroe this year has won all 
his races, eight victories in all, and is by far lead- 
ing money winner in Norway.

(Oppdrettsloep), Bonita probably the more so. 


Ridden hard from the gate, Granada and Ponita 
fought it out all through the seven furlongs, but 
half a furlong from the winning post, it was all 


too clear that the Swedish-bred filly was the su- 
perior. Three and a half lengths behind, finished 
the most consistent of all 2-year-olds in Norway, 
Kasette by Mahrhu (by *Mahmoud). 

Granada will possibly be better still as a 3-year- 
old and is eligible for the Swedish Derby. Gra- 
nada’s sire, the Irish classic winner of 1944, was 
imported into Sweden by the government. and 
Granada is thus slightly inbred to Gainsborough.
